In the annual report for 1904 on Northern Nigeria, recently issued 
by the Colonial Office, it is stated that the 
Government offers facilities to traders to import 
their goods by Government vessels, at cheap 
rates, and this service can be extended as demand arises.

In order to encourage the establishment 
of new trading stations in the interior (instead of confining them 
to the Niger and Benue banks) leases of land on nominal terms have 
been granted to the Niger Company during the year on the Gurara 
and Gongola rivers. 


Facilities to

The same report says there is reputed to be a great deal of cotton 
grown in the Munshi country, which has not 
Cotton Cloth. § yet been penetrated. Two or three tons were 
bought, nominally at 3d. per lb., but at such a 
price the people find it more profitable to weave it and sell the 
cloth. <A better class of English cloth than that now imported is 
required, which will supersede the native, and so bring the raw 
cotton on to the market. ‘The industries of spinning thread, 
weaving, and dyeing afford occupation to many thousands, who 
may possibly become additional producers of raw cotton, if native 
made cloth is superseded by British. 


In another part of the report Sir F. Lugard writes :—“ The export 
Exvort Trade in of ‘ Kano leather’ appears to offer prospects of 
Poy a. deuhe® a valuable development. I am informed that 

Kano Leather. these skins are in very great demand in England, 
both in the bookbinding and the upholstering trades. It is prob- 
able that it will be more profitable to purchase these skins un- 
tanned, and to export them in this state. I am informed that 
while skins cost from 3d. to 6d. at Kano, as muchas 7s. 6d. is 
offered for a good skin in this country, but the admixture of 
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spotted, imperfectly prepared, or unequally strained skins reduces 
the value of a considerable proportion in each consignment. The 
development of this trade is likely to be taken up by a company 
formed for the purpose.” (Colonial Office, Annual Series, 476.) 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


According to the report recently issued by the Colonial Office on 

Cold St the British East African Protectorate, a project 

. Pla a9 has been set on foot for establishing a cold 

- storage at Kismayu, where the hinterland is 

rich in cattle, with a view to exportation to South Africa and other 

parts. The report adds that a cold storage might also be opened 
in Mombasa with success. (Colonial Office, Annual Series, 475.) 


BRITISH GUIANA. 


In reporting that 17,720 acres in British Guiana are occupied by 
crops of plantains and bananas, practically the 
Banana Export. whole production being consumed locally, Sir 
F. M. Hodgson, the Governor, in his recent 

report on the Colony, remarks as follows :-— 

‘“ As good bananas can be grown in British Guiana as in any 
other part of the world, and if some strong organising spirit could 
be found to deal with the question of freight, there seems to be no 
reason whatever why the Colony should not occupy a leading posi- 
tion in the supply of this commodity.” (Colonial Office, Annual

‘gave two comparative tables indicating the imports during five 
years of various classes of manufactured goods, and showing that, 
although our share of the trade was in some cases fairly satisfac- 
tory, there was a considerable number of articles in which it might 
be quite possible to arrive at better results if increased efforts were 
put forth. I have prepared similar tables, giving, with a few ex- 
ceptions, the same categories of manufactured goods, in which a 
comparison is drawn between the imports during the last three 
years from all countries and from the United Kingdom. I have 
also stated in each case the present Customs duty as well as that 
which will be levied after 1st January, 1906, when the new Swiss 
tariff comes into operation. In these two lists are comprised all 
those goods which not only form the basis of the export trade from 
the United Kingdom to Switzerland, but are also those articles 
which are mostly in demand in that country.” 

For the lists mentioned, reference should be made to Mr. 
Milligan’s report.* 


Mr. Milligan remarks that the value of the total imports of linoleum 

was 88,800/., an increase of 12,000l. on the 

Linoleum. imports in 1903. The imports from the United 

Kingdom amounted to 36,500/., and those from 

Germany to 50,000/. The demand for linoleum in Switzerland 
continues to increase. 


Regarding ready-made articles of clothing, one of the Swiss trade 
reports states that the new Swiss Customs duties 
Ready-made will have no effect on the imports of foreign 
Clotiiing. goods under this category, and the annual 
large consignments from Germany will not suffer. The English 
fashions in gentlemen’s clothing continue to be the most popular, 
both with regard to cut and material. 


The British Vice-Consul at Montreux (Mr. M. Cuénod) states 
that British trade could be greatly increased in 
Cloth, Leather, his district if commercial soaaaliiin were sent 
Sporting ethos out. He especially mentions cloth, leather, 
ane.

SPAIN—BALEARIC ISLES. 


In a recent report by the French Consul at Palma (Mr. G. 
Audibert), he remarks upon the lack of adequate 
means of communication in that city and its 
suburbs, containing altogether 75,000 inhabi- 
tants. There exists only one narrow gauge, single line tramway, 
worked by animal traction. This line, which is run by a local 
company, covers only five kiloms.: it connects Palma with Terreno 
and Puerto-Pi, but is of little use in linking up the different 
quarters of Palma. Moreover, on a single line an accelerated 
service is an impossibility; in fact, remarks M. Andibert, the 
journey from start to fimish can be covered on foot in less time 
than is occupied by the tramway service. The railway station and 
quays are untouched by the service, as well as several of the 
thickly populated suburbs. The fact that the concession owned by 
the Majorca Tramways Company has still eight or nine years to 
run should not, in M. Audibert’s opinion, militate against the 
success of an efficient system covering the ground left untouched 
by this Company; this might be worked by electricity, as there 
are two generating stations in Palma. 


M. Audibert further remarks that a public service of automobiles 
connecting Palma with various points in the Island remote from 
the railway, should prove a remunerative undertaking. The chief 
roads are in excellent condition, though somewhat billy in places ; 
but have hitherto been little used for motoring, as there are only 
ten cars in the Island.

The arrangement also includes 
the construction of a branch line to Treinta y Tres. The length of 
these lines will be from 250 to 300 miles, the company undertaking 
to complete the work in three years at a cost of about 5,000/. per 

kilometre, requiring a total expenditure of some 1,500,000I. 


| ARGENTINA: , 
The “ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce at Buenos 
Ayres, states that the Argentine Government 
Railway Plant. has decided on the construction of railway lines 
between the following points :—Villa Mercedes 
and Rosario, Cordoba and Rio Cuarto, Holmberg and Dolores; 
Dean Funes and Rosario, with a branch line to Villa Maria; 
Barranquera and Tintina vid Otumpa; Formosa and Embarcacién ; 
Soto and Dolores; San Juan aud Jachal. These lines will form 
part of the State railway system. 
The “ Bulletin” adds that the Argentine Congress has sanc- 
tioned the following concessions:—(1) To Sejior Santiago J. 
Duhalde for a railway from Rufino (Province of Santa Fé) to 


Catril6 (Pampa Central); to Sefiores Taglioni for a railway from 
Mar del Plata to Azul, vid Tandil. 








BOLIVIA. 
H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Buenos Ayres (Mr. F. D. Harford) 
Railway reports that an Argentine Syndicate has 


Material just obtained a concession from the Bolivian 

Government to construct a railway of one 
metre gauge from Santa Cruz eastwards to Pedro Suarez, where a 
port is to be made on the Bolivian side of the River Paraguay, 
opposite Corumba (Brazil). ‘The line would be 620 kilometres 
(385 miles) long, entirely in Bolivian territory. 

The Argentine Government are negotiating with the Bolivian 
Government for a connection in Bolivia, from Potosi, with the 
Argentine Central Northern Railway, a Government line, which is 
now being rapidly constructed northwards from Jujuy to the 
Bolivian frontier. This would give an outlet to the south of 
Bolivia into Argentina, while the railway which the Argentine 
Syndicate propose to construct would give an outlet to the east of 
Bolivia. Mr. Harford points out that these two routes will be a 
set-off to some extent to the railway from Arica to La Paz, which 
will give Bolivia a direct outlet westwards to the Pacific Coast. 
When the Panama Canal is completed the Arica-La Paz Railway 
will be in a still stronger position to compete with trade routes vid 
the River Plate and South Atlantic. 
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ADDRESSES OF CONSULATES ABROAD. 


The attention of commercial firms and others is drawn to the 
fact that letters and documents addressed to Consular Officers 
abroad may be seriously delayed or even in some countries fail to 
reach their destination if the sender addresses the Consul 
personally by name and he happens to be absent, instead of 
simply ‘‘H.M. Consul” (or “ H.M. Consul-General” or “ British 
Vice-Consul” as the case may be), British Consulate, 








BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Switzerland. Some of the British Consular officers in Switzer- 
land have given the British Commercial Agent (Mr. J. C. 
Milligan) their opinions regarding the possibilities of improving 
British trade in their districts, and in his recent report he has 
summarised their views in the following statement :— 

‘“‘H.M. Consul at Berne informs me that one reason why British 
goods are so little seen in that city is because the difficulties which 
traders experience in obtaining them are such as they do not care 
to grapple with. Bernese merchants want to see samples before 
buying, and to know from the seller what the goods will cost on 
delivery to them in francs and in metric weights and measures. 
In his opinion, the only way to obtain a footing for British goods 
in the Canton of Berne is to send good commercial travellers, who 
should first ascertain what is required, and then request their firms 
to send only such goods, and not articles ‘which the firm has 
always been in the habit of producing, and will not therefore 
adapt to the particular requirements of the foreign trade.’ 

‘‘H.M. Consul at Geneva writesin reply to my enquiry that the 
sale of British goods might be increased in that part of Switzerland 
without difficulty if more radical measures were taken. Although 
there are some British firms who send their travellers to French 
Switzerland, many of them have a very inadequate knowledge of 
the language, and some, he adds, are content to limit their visit to 
a town like Geneva to two days, a period quite insufficient to make 
it possible to open up new relations in such a large business centre 
where British goods could be sold if offered. He has forwarded 
me a list* of Genevese firms with whom it might be possible to do 
business if suitable travellers would visit them, but it would be 
useless to send price lists only, even if in French. 

“The British Vice-Consul at Montreux also thinks that British 
trade could be greatly increased in that part of Switzerland if

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commercial travellers speaking the French language were sent out 
to offer certain British goods. Montreux and the adjoining places 


on the lake of Geneva are now largely frequented as winter resorts; 


by British people, who would prefer to purchase articles of British 
manufacture. if they could obtain them without difficulty 1 in the 
places where they are spending the winter.” 

The British Vice-Consul at St. Gall states :— 

“TI do not believe that the British manufacturer in general will 
make much effort to do a trade in Switzerland, and neither do I 
think that it would pay him, unless it is for articles that serve as 
raw material to a Swiss industry. If this is the case he must have 
an agent here and perhaps a small stock, to be able to execute 
sample orders at once. 

‘‘There is probably no other place in Switzerland which gets 
such quantities of British goods as St. Gall and district, and the 
British manufacturers who do the trade here succeed only because 
they have adapted their qualities, measurements, prices and terms 
to the requirements of this market. ‘The consequence is that they 
do a large trade and find it worth their while, not only to have 
agents here, but to come over personally once or twice a year. In 
saying this I am referring to textiles only, viz., Manchester cotton 
goods, Nottingham nets and Belfast linen, 7.¢., articles which are 
raw materials for the embroidery manufacturers, therefore used in 
large area not for home consumption but for re-exporta- 
tion. 

“There are some important manufacturers doing the trade here 
direct, but the best part of it is done through British merchants 
(shipping firms), who themselves buy from the makers. It pays 
these shippers to cater for the trade with the embroidery manu- 
facturers, but it would hardly pay them to sell goods for the Swiss 
home consumption, at least not as far as St. Gall and district 
are concerned. » ime 

“If the wholesale warehouseman wishes to do a trade here he 
must send a traveller, speaking French or German, at regular 
intervals, and quote his prices in francs, carriage and duty paid, to 
Switzerland, giving French measures and weights. 

“It is of very little use to send catalogues and price lists to the 
trade, even if made out in French or German. (I have myself 
distributed a good many that were sent to me by British firms, 
but have never heard of a result.)” (Foreign Office, Annual Series,

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GERMAN COMMERCIAL MISSION TO ABYSSINIA. 
Notes on Import Trade. 


The full report of the German Commercial Mission to Abyssinia* 
has now been published in a volume of the “ Berichte iiber Handel 
und Industrie” of the German Ministry of the Interior. 

According to this report, one-half of the total import trade of 
Abyssinia consists of cotton goods, principally brown sheeting, 
known locally as ‘‘ Abu-djedid,” this being chiefly supplied by the 
United States of America. The annual value of the import trade 
in ‘“ Abu-djedid” of Abyssinia and its immediate district is esti- 
mated at 200,000/. These goods are sold in pieces 30 yards long 
and 1 yard wide, weighing-about 10 lbs., 25 of them being packed 
together in sacking. The various marks—‘“ Ferras,” ‘‘ Menelik,”’ 
‘“ Lion,” ‘“* Gemal ”—were selling at the beginning of 1905 at about 
12s. the piece. As a head covering, or as a veil, a white mull, 
called ‘‘Schasch,” is used. The price is about 1s. 5d. per piece, 
18 yards by 33 in. White calico, or madapolam, is imported in 
two qualities: ‘‘ Bafta” at 7s. 6d. per piece, 40 yards by 32 in., 
and ‘“‘ Mahmudi” at 11s. per piece, 40 yards by 36 in. 

Articles of growing importance in the import trade are ready- 
made “ Schammas ”—a toga-like cloak either of unbleached stuff 
with coloured stripes, or of bleached stuff with broad coloured 
stripes. Belts of similar material are also worn with a short 
fringe and a red edging. 

Amongst other cotton goods imported are: Turkey reds, Indians, 
huckaback, khaki, and indigo drill. The trade in yarn for house 
weaving is a dwindling one. 

| Note.—The prices quoted are those ruling at Djibuti early in 
1905. 

a Ree silk goods, &c., there is a trade in striped satin of 
various colours, which is usually bought in lengths of 5 metres, 
and should be 52 cm. in width. A similar stuff, 46 cm. in 
width, half silk, and of course cheaper, is also sold. About 4,000. 
worth of these goods are consumed yearly. About 1,200. worth 
of black satin or pure silk, in pieces 30 to 50 m. long and 60 cm. 
width is imported, together with a small quantity of cheaper 
qualities. There is a trade in dark navy-blue silk ribbons, known 
as ‘“‘ Maatab,” worth 2,800/. annually, and in green, blue, red, and 
violet half-silk brocade, in pieces of 25 to 30 m. long, and 46 cm. 
in width, of a total yearly value of 6007. About 2,000/. worth of 
navy-blue sewing and embroidery silk is imported. 

In woollen goods the market is limited, carpets and covers being 
the only articles showing any noteworthy expansion in demand. 
Half-woollen covers and cotton goods of this description are also 
in good request, on account of the varied uses to which they are

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put. An article of attire in which there is a growing trade is the 
pelerine, made of cloth, satin, or silk. 

: As regards metal goods, the trade in corrugated iron, tools of all 
kinds, and cutlery is worth looking after. Attention might also 
be paid to crockery and drinking vessels, chiefly enamelled ware. 

Finally amongst minor articles there is a small trade in glass 
carafes, glass beads and unhandled coffee cups. The soap sold is 
principally common, whilst the demand for toilet soap, perfumery, 
and hair oil is at present quite small. A trade in wine and spirits 
appears to be growing up. 

. Packing and Transport.—In making consignments to Abyssinia, 
due notice should be taken of the changes in the seasons, In 
the rainy season (May to October) transport is very slow. Goods 
should always be strongly and firmly packed, not merely on 
account of the wet, but because of the danger everywhere and at 
all’ seasons, from termites. ‘The package should always be ina 
form suitable for carrying on a pack saddle: sacks or bales when- 
ever possible, if not, rectangular cases about 1 m. by 4 m. by 4 m. 
in size. ‘The weight of fhe package should be from 40 to 60 kilogs. 
The smaller sizes are adapted for the slow ass transport, the larger 
for camels. Four packages of 60 to 75 kilogs., or eight packages 
of 30 to 35 kilogs. make one camel-load. <A mule will carry by 
easy stages, and if comfortably loaded, about 100 kilogs., and from 
30.to 60 kilogs. on a quicker journey, or if the load is clumsy. 

The report gives full details of the cost of transport from 
Djibuti or Zaila to Diré Dawa or Harrar and on to Adis Abeba.* 
From Harrar to Adis Abeba, rates vary, according to the year 
and nature of the load, from 16s. to 41s. per 100 kilogs. for 
mule transport; whilst the alternate route from Diré Dawa 
to Abis Abeba costs per camel load of 250 kilogs. about 73s. 





SPANISH TRADE IN FOODSTUFFS: IMITATION OF 
BRITISH LABELS. 


The following memorandum drawn up by the Second Secretary 
of H.M. Embassy at Madrid (Mr. G. Young), relative to the 
apparently false indications of British origin affixed to certain 
classes of goods, e.g., jams and preserves largely consumed in 
Spain, has been received at the Board of Trade, through the 
Foreign Office :— 

“The consumption of tinned and preserved food-stuffs by the 
lower middle classes and urban population of Spain is relatively

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considerable, owing to the natural and economic conditions of the 
food supply of the country. ‘The commonest class of shop is the 
dealer in ‘ultramarinos, with a stock consisting principally of 
jams, canned fruits and fish, liquors, biscuits, &c. Originally 
these ‘oversea’ goods were all foreign importations, and they are 
still to a large extent professedly so, though local i seamen are 
said to be gaining ground. 

‘For instance, Spanish biscuit manufacturers ‘by carefully 
copying the makes and make- -up of British firms, appear to have 
driven the latter out of Madrid, where their goods are only to be 
found in a few better class shops. ‘There is no concealment of 
the Spanish origin of these locally made biscuits. It is, however, 
otherwise with jams and the many other classes of preserved 
provisions in which Spanish manufacturers do not venture openly 
as yet to take the field against the British firms. 

‘Tt is matter of common report that a considerable part of the 
‘ultramarinos’ sold under labels indicating British origin are of 
local manufacture and come from Barcelona and Logroiio. ‘This 
appears to be corroborated by the English labels on the goods, 
which frequently contain mis-spellings and blunders. 

“It would be comparatively easy for English experts in the 
interests involved to say at a glance whether the methods em- 
ployed are honest or not, and in either case a knowledge of such 
methods would probably be of value to them. The accompanying 
specimens* of jam have accordingly been selected for exhibition 
as illustrations of the methods employed. 

‘Specimens A B and C are obviously by the same firm, and 
the inference that jams sold under the English label as ‘ Green- 
gajes’ and ‘Stramberries,’ made by ‘Threwitjane,’ or ‘Threvitgane,’ 
of ‘London and Swansea’ (Specimen B), have the same origin as 
the jams made at Logrofio, by Trevijano, and sold under a Spanish 
label is obvious. Indeed, so careless are this firm of disguising 
their double nationality that, apart from blunders of spelling, it 
has been possible to find a jam pot with an English label and a 
‘bandérole’ with a Spanish form of the name of the firm 
(Specimen A), and a Spanish label with the English firm name 
on the ‘bandérole’ (Specimen C). These jams of a firm suffici- 
ently established to allow it to drop the foreign disguise of its 
goods, are being undersold by other jams (Specimens D and E), 
which appear only under English labels. These three manufac- 
turers appear to monopolise the Madrid market—the only other 
name to be found being that on Specimen I, which is rare.”

The attention of exporters of horses, asses, cattle, sheep, goats, 
and pigs, has therefore again to be drawn to the fact that the animals 
are not admitted into France unless accompanied by a certificate 
of origin issued by the administrative authority of the place from 
which the animals come, stating that no contagious disease affecting 
the species in question exists in the locality, or has existed during 
the six preceding weeks. This certificate must describe the 
animals, and state their number; and must be issued not more 
than three days before they are despatched for France. 

Cattle presented for importation into France will be submitted 
to the tuberculin test, and for this purpose are to be kept under 
observation at the importer’s expense for at least 48 hours.

GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA: 
In the report, dated 24th October, 1905, recently issued by the 
Swekepeaund- Foreign Office (Annual Series, 3,519), on the 
Otavi Railway German Colonies, it is stated that the con- 
* struction of the railway from Swakopmund to the 
Otavi mines, which was mentioned in the previous year’s report,* has 
been continued with Government assistance under an arrangement 
arrived at between the Otavi Mining and Railway Company and 
the German Foreign Office in August, 1904. The object of this 
agreement was to hasten the construction of the line in order to 
render it available for military purposes, and it provided for a 
payment in four instalments of a total sum of 85,700l. from the 
Government to the Company on condition that the line was pushed 
on at the rate of 1 kilom. (two-thirds of a mile) per day, and was 
completed up to Omaruru by 3lst December, 1904. It was not 
found possible to keep this term, but the railway reached Karibib 
on 18th May, 1905, thus providing two alternative routes from 
Swakopmund to that place, which is also a station on the Swakop- 
mund-Windhoek railway. It was hoped to complete the line as 
far as Omaruru by September, 1905.

SPAIN.

CAPE COLONY: 


The Correspondent at Cape Town of the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade (Mr. E. J. 
Cattell), has forwarded a cutting from the 
“Cape Argus,” describing the discovery of rich 
deposits of manganese ore in the Paarl district, situated at about 
36 miles from Cape Town on the main railway line to the Orange 
River Colony and the Transvaal. The ore obtained is stated to he 
of a quality as good as any yet discovered in South Africa, and 
compares favourably with that obtained in Southern Russia and 
Japan. An analysis of the ore taken from the surface found it to 
contain 71°5 per cent. of manganese dioxide, and it is consequently 
considered of a suitable quality for export. The Government 
analyst (Mr. J. G. Rose) found 56-0 per cent. of manganese in the 
specimen submitted to him.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


According to the recently issued Colonial Office report on British 
East Africa, the mineral resources of the Protec- 
torate are not yet well ascertained, but iron is 
known to occur abundantly in most districts ; 
mica and graphite are found in Ukamba; limestone is worked 
near Kitui, Makindu, and Lake Victoria; opals are common in

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the Rift Valley; a large deposit of carbonate of soda has been 
discovered in the southern part of Ukamba; and gold mining 
began, but was discontinued. (Colonial Office, Annual Series, 475.) 





BRITISH GUIANA. 


According to the report for 1904-5, issued by the Colonial Office, 
Gold Minin the output of gold in British Guiana for that 
Industr = year was 95,864 ozs., as against 90,336 ozs. for 
y: the previous year. The increase is due to the 
larger production from the property known as the ‘“ Omai Mine,” 
on the Essequibo River, where hydraulicing has been steadily 
carried on during the year, and some 12,683 ozs. have been won. 
The value of the pay-dirt has run from 25d. to 35d. per cubic yard, 
and 3,000 cubic yards have been dealt with in a day of 24 hours. 
The industry has received renewed attention from outside 
capitalists during the year. Work on a promising quartz property 
on the Puruni River was started, and machinery is being erected 


for winning and crushing the quartz. Development work is also. 


being continued at the Barima Mine. 

Dredging operations (as apart from hydraulicing) have been 
carried on at Omai with more successful results than have hitherto 
attended this class of work, and dredging concessions have been 
issued for locations on two rivers on which operations will, it is 
hoped, soon be commenced. 

The industry has made a decided step onward during the past 
- year, and present indications are promising. (Colonial Office, 


Annual Series, 477.)

RHODESIA: 


The following information respecting castor and ground-nut oils 
PP aa | from Rhodesia has been received at the Com- 
Ground-nut Oils mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
* ‘Trade from the British South Africa Company: — 
‘Samples of Rhodesian castor and ground-nut oils, which are 
products indigenous to the country, were recently submitted 
to the Imperial Institute for examination. Professor Dunstan, 
in his report to the British South Africa Company, stated that 
both products were of good quality. ‘The castor oil, when 
rendered clear by filtration would, in the opinion of the com- 
mercial experts, be worth about 261. to 28/. per ton, whilst the 
same experts reported that the ground-nut oil was ‘probably 
superior to the highest grade met with in this country, and worth 
about 401. a ton.’ Professor Dunstan added ‘It is evident from 
the foregoing report that these samples of castor oil and ground- 
nut oil are of good quality and value. If the products could be 
exported from Rhodesia in large quantities they would doubtless 
prove of considerable commercial importance to the country.’ ” 


NORTHERN NIGERIA, 


In the report on the forestry and agriculture of Northern Nigeria 
appended to the annual report issued by the 

Cotton Growing. Colonial Office, Mr. W. R. Elliott, the Forestry 
Officer, states that in the Province of Bida, 

cotton is largely grown, and the cotton expert, who went through 
this part, was much struck by its suitability for cotton, and also by 
the quality of the cotton already produced. Bida is most advan- 
tageously situated as to means of transport. The Niger flows 
along its southern border, and other navigable rivers, the Kaduna 
and the Bako, flow through it; its agricultural development, 
therefore, presents no difficulties. It is in the immediate extension 
of the cultivation of cotton that this province offers the best field. 
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Cotton is a product that is grown in large quantities all over the 
Protectorate, the Zaria province alone producing between 30,000 . 
and 40,000 bales, all of which is used up locally. Every town and 
village has its field of cotton, and the people thoroughly understand 
its cultivation. The capabilities of the country for the production 
of cotton are enormous, and the development of these capabilities 
deserves attention. [See also notice on p. 529]. (Colonial Office, 
Annual Series, 476.) 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


The report on the British Hast Africa Protectorate, recently 
Cotton issued by the Colonial Office, states that cotton 
Cultivation promises well on the coast and at low elevations, 
and in spite of the abnormal rainfall and the 
fact that planting was started too late in the year, a fair crop 
was obtained. Experiments with a view to a large extension of 
cotton growing are now being made. A good yield of Egyptian 
brown cotton was obtained from the Government cotton farm at 
Malindi. The crop, consisting of thirty-six hundredweight of 
fibre, was sold at home for prices ranging from 54d. to 74d. per lb., 
and was reported as ‘‘clean, good colour, staple a little irregular 
but strong, and a good result.” 
A very heavy crop of cotton was also obtained at Kibos, near 
Lake Victoria, but the quality was not of the best. 





With regard to openings for the investment of capital in cultiva- 
Rubber, Fibre tion other than cotton, the report says that the 
ee rage Radome ’ coast strip may be described as a moderately 
aetna rich tropical country, and money might be suc- 
cessfully invested in the products usually grown 
in hot climates. Cocoa-nuts pay well, and many minor products, 
notably rubber and fibre, are coming to the fore. In the cool 
regions of the interior, horse and cattle ranches, ostrich and zebra 
farms, dairies, plantations of coffee, and other products will proba- 
bly show profitable returns to the capitalist. The enormous belts 
of timber are likely to prove one of the most valuabie assets of the 
Protectorate. (Colonial Office, Annual Series, 475.) 


BRITISH GUIANA. 


According to the Colonial Office report for 1904-05 on British 
Cotton Guiana, about 40 acres were returned as under 
Cultivation cotton cultivation, but SO far the results cannot 
be said to be encouraging. During the year, 

1,785 lbs., valued at 61/., were exported. 

The cost of labour is higher in British Guiana than in 
the West India Islands, and though cotton was at one time 
profitably grown there, it remains to be demonstrated whether 
it can be so grown under present labour conditions. The in- 
dicaticns are not favourable.

sumach is not adulterated by shinia, as this practice, common 

enough elsewhere, 1s now objected to by the Italian Government. 


FIJI. 


The report for 1904 on Fiji, issued by the Colonial Office, states that

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4,000 kilogs. “of silk were produced from 40 kilogs. of eggs, despite 
the inexperience of most of the rearers. The cocoons, however, 
although of first rate quality, do not fetch a high price, so the 
rearers as a rule retain the silk produced and weave it themselves. 
Although for many years past the annual silk production of 
Roumania never exceeded from 10,000 to 15,000 kilogs., this year 
it amounted to 150,000 kilogs., according to the ‘“ Curierul.” :

ABYSSINIA. 


The report of the German Commercial Mission to Abyssinia, 
referred to on pp. 041-2, contains the following 

Cotton Cultivation. particulars respecting cotton cultivation in that 
country :— 

A kind of cotton grows wild in many hot districts of Abyssinia, 
and in all parts of the country regular fields of a better description are 
planted bythe natives. The product, though not extensively grown, 
is often of very good quality. Itis spun and woven by the natives, 
and at times avery fine and soft fabric results. Of late several 
attempts, under French initiative, have been made at systematic 
cultivation, and it is considered that favourable results ought to 
ensue, and that the product should not prove inferior to Egyptian 
cotton. Steps have been taken for enlarging these operations, and 
the development of an export trade is anticipated.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


According to a report published in the “ Board of Trade Labour 
State of the Gazette” * of the 16th December, based on 
Labour Market in 4,882 returns, viz., 3,072 from employers or 
November. 1905 their associations, 1,222 from trade unions, and 
' ‘ 88 from other sources, employment generally 
continued to improve in November, the most noticeable improve- 
ment being in the pig-iron, iron and steel, tinplate and engineering 
trades. The remaining trades were about the same as in October. 
As compared with a year ago, there was a general improvement 
in employment, except in the building trades, which, on the whole, 
were about the same. The most marked improvement was in the 
metal, engineering, and textile trades. 

In the 270 Trade Unions, with an aggregate membership of 
586,040, making returns, 27,769 (or 4°7 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of November, as compared with 5:0 
per cent. at the end of October, 1905, and 7:0 per cent. at the end 
of November, 1904.

NORWAY: 


The Canadian Commercial Agent at Christiania states that, accord- 
Wood Pul ing to the statistical report of the Norwegian 
bata ti P Pulp-makers’ Association, the unsold quantity 

stale of wood-pulp for the current year is a very 
small one. The calculated total production is about 10,000 tons 
less than last year, and 60,000 tons less than in 1902. This 
decrease, says the Commercial Agent, is due to the fact that several 
pulp mills have gone over to the production of paper. A further 
decrease of about 20,000 tons may be anticipated for the year 

1906. This being so, the market is very firm. 
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GERMANY. 


In his report on the German paper industry and export trade 

apa (Foreign Office, Miscellaneous Series, 642), H.M. 

Printing Paper = (onsul-General at Hamburg (Sir Wm. Ward, 
enon C.V.O.), writes as follows :— 

“The most important branch of the paper industry of Germany 
(like that of other countries) is the manufacture of news paper on 
rolls. In the year 1900 a cartel was formed by 29 of the most 
important German mills producing exclusively printing paper for 
newspapers, with a view to controlling this branch of the paper 
industry. The principles upon which this cartel was formed were 
firstly to regulate the amount of annual output, secondly to fix the 
prices proportionate to the costs of production, whilst, at the same 
time—whenever a falling-off sets in as regards the home demand 
and production cannot be restricted—to export the surplus output 
to foreign markets. 

“The price at which printing paper is offered for export under 
such conditions is, as a rule, from 10 to 15 per cent. less than the 
home-trade price ;.when the wholesale export dealer at Hamburg, 
for instance, gets for 19 or 20 pf. (per kilo.) whatis sold at 22 or 
23 pf. in the home trade.” 


In concluding the report, Sir Wm. Ward remarks that competent 
authorities are of opinion that one of the causes 
which has chiefly contributed towards raising 
the quality of German paper, and in con- 
sequence towards extending its production and sale in such a 
remarkable manner, has been the establishment of the well-known 
official paper testing Institute at Gross Lichterfelde, near Berlin.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


H.M. Consul at Trieste (Mr. J. B. Spence) reporting under date of 

29th November, on Austro-Hungarian timber, 

Timber Trade. says that the demand for soft timber has fallen 

off. In hard woods, the price appears to have 

reached its maximum limit, as consumers are not disposed to pay 
higher prices than those now ruling. 

In Hungary, the most important vendor is the State. Therefore 
the result of its auctions and leases with reference to timber, 
exercises a large influence on market prices which are gradually 
increasing. The increase during the last few years is likewise due 
to the bidding at the sales by French and German capitalists, who, 
in order to obtain the timber, give prices higher than those offered 
by Austro-Hungarian subjects. 
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MEXICO AND CENTRAL AMERICA. 


According to a despatch received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 

fe . Consul at Panama (Mr. C. Mallet), the United 

_ oe weg States Consul-General at Panama has published 

Pacific Ports, 2, letter he received from the Exhibition Ship 

’ Company of Los Angeles, California, announc- 

ing that they have fitted out a ship for exhibition purposes, which 

will touch at all the Pacific ports of Mexico and Central America, 
including Panama. 

The object of the enterprise, continues H.M. Consul, is to make 
an extensive exhibit of American products and manufactures, and 
the expedition is to include representatives of the leading factories 
and commercial houses of the United States, to superintend the 
display of their exhibits, &c. 

Merchants and manufacturers of the different countries to be 
visited have been requested to prepare an exhibit of all their 
national products, so that it may be known and seen what they 
have to offer to the markets of the world. 





JAPAN: 


A recent report by the Canadian Commercial Agent at Yokohama 

Fish ’ states that fish-canning in that country is one of 

: ae gd the industries which have received impetus by 

ndustry. the war. Before the outbreak of the war, fish- 
canning factories were few in number; but, owing to the greatly 
increased demand for military supplies, a number of factories were 
started in various parts of the country. Now that the war has 
been brought to a close, it is thought probable that, as the 
Japanese are not large consumers of canned fish in ordinary 
times, many of the factories started during the war will be 
closed. ‘To obviate this efforts are being made to extend the 
market for Japanese canned fish abroad, especially with respect 
to the sardine. Some of the finest sardines in the world are 
caught off Japan, but the greater quantity of these fish have 
hitherto been used for fertilizing purposes, a comparatively small 
quantity being tinned in oil, although there is a demand the 
world over for sardines tinned in oil. 

In France, it is pointed out, the industry is carried on exten- 
sively. The Japanese Department of Agriculture and Commerce, 
having in view the example of France, has done a great deal to 
encourage this industry, experiments being made under depart- 
mental direction at several places. Last year a company was formed 
at Nagoya, with a capital of 50,000/., and already during this year 
2,000,000 tins of sardines have been turned out, the result of the 
working having been found very satisfactory.

BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms ot 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 1d. All

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE.—In consequence of the transfer 
of the Imperial Institute to the Board of Trade from the beginning 
of 1903, the work formerly carried on by the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Office of the Imperial Institute 1s now conducted by the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

Among the branches of work now carried on by the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington are the scientific investigation of 
the economic products of the British Empire with a view to their 
commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of the arrangement 
and classification of the Collection of these products which is 
exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the 
sample room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Imperial Institute Bulletin,” issued quarterly, contains 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the 
Imperial Institute at South Kensington.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 





India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are: kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian Government. City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily ‘to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information’ to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in’ con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A’ Reading Room will also’ be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 


of the State can be seen.
